Jerusalem Past Reperier 

The Board of Governors of the 
American Jewish Committee 
wound up 10 days of meetings in 
Israel last night with a reception 
for Israeli friends at the Jeru- 
salem Hilton. The Board members 
were to ἂν back to the U-S. early 
this morning. 

Summing up the Eward’s stay 
here, President Elmer Winter said 
he had found “an opening up of 
communication... a great desire 
among Israelis to have a two-way 
dialogue with us.” The Board met 


with Premier Rabin, Deputy

people in political and academic 
life. They also toured the north of 
the country and Jerusalem, study- 
ing aspects of Jewish-Arab rela- 
tons. 


The American Jewish Committee, 
7Q years old this year, specializes 
in group relations and inter-taith 
work in the US. Its Israel Office — 
the headquarters are in Jerusalem 
— is especially active in Jewish- 
Moslem and Jewish-Christian rela- 
tions. 

An embarrassing incident early 
in the visit at first nonplussed 
Board members, but later stimulat- 
ed them Into reassessing their role 


and rights as informed and com- 
mitted supporters of Israel. Board 
member Miles Jaffe, preaching in 
the Galilee village church of Tbillin, 
appeared to express sympathy with 
the dispossessed villagers of Ikrit 
and Biram. In an ensuing colloquy, 
jocal Arab priests and notables 
presented a black and tighly crit- 
icai picture of Israel’s treatment 
of its Arab minority. Many Board 
members felt the Ikrit-Biram state- 
ment had been an unwise inter- 
Zerence in Israel's internal problems. 

By the week's end, however, and 
after 2 great deal of discussion, 
Board members were reasserting 
their right to express opinions — 
even on sensitive internal issues. 
“But we will make out points to 
Israeli officials in private — not 
in public statements," AJC Pres- 
ident Winter stressed. 

Winter himself said he was 
saddened and perplexed by the 
weiter of self-criticism that seemed 
to be engulfing Israel ‘TI realize 
that questioning ‘Is needed, but a 
country can drown in a sea of 
self-criticism. People seem to crit- 
icize without offering answers of 
their own... I see no optimism, no 
constructive feeling of pufling to- 
gether.”

Winter intends to act through the 
AJC to promote his “task force” 
scheme. Many AJC members are 
business people or professionals, 
and each of them has contacts with 
other Jewish and gentile enterprises 
that can be tapped. 

A resident of Milwaukee, Winter 
asserts, on the basis of personal 
knowledge and professional surveys, 
that almost no Israel exports reach 
the Mid-West or West Coast of the 
U.S. This is an immediate failing 
that needs to be corrected, he be- 
lieves. 


Allon at Golan ‘Sulha’ 


after murder of youth 


MAIDEL SHAMS. — The end of 
a dispute between Golan Height 
Druse villagers and the people of 
Kiryat Shmona, arising over the 
murder of a Druse youth by town 
hooligans, wes marked here yester- 
day in a “sulha” (reconciliation) 
ceremony. 


Attas Abu SaJah, 17, was stabbed 
by local hooligans during a brawl 
outside a Kiryat Shmona cinema on 
December 6. A second Druse youth 
was injured by a nail-studded club. 


The “sulha,” attended by Deputy 
Premier Yigal Allon, Deputy Agri- 
culture Minister Jaber Muadi, Knes- 
set members and local Jewish and 
Druse leaders, was directed by 
Shelkh Hassan Abdul Majid from 
the Lower Galilee village of Bir 
Hannah. 


Following time-honoured tradition, 
the sheikh raised a white fag, sym- 
bolising peace and purity, and asked 
the victim's family if they were 
Prepared for a reconciliation. When 
they voiced their agreement, they 
and all the notables present were 
javited to tie a knot in the flag 
as if in signature. The knotted flag 
was then paraded around the ga- 
thering by the father of the two 
murder suspects, Ovadia and Fuad 
Abed. 

The family of the deceased re- 
ceived a 1IL60,000 cheque and the 
relatives of the injured youth were 
presented with a cheque for IL15,000. 
Nevertheless, the guests had to re- 
assure the victim’s family that des- 
pite the acceptance of the money 
the two murder suspects would 
still stand trial. 


Confrontation averted 
at Friedman plant

Jerusalem police and labour lead- 
ers felt relieved on Friday moming 


when a violent worker-management 
confrontation feared at the S. 
Friedman Ltd plant never took 


place. 

Friction has been brewing at the 
refrigerator and appliance mamufac- 
turing site for weeks since the 
company ment announced 
it will lay off 108 production work- 
ers because of a sharp drop in con- 
sumer demand for Friedman pro- 
ducts. 


But the Alistadrut acting’ 
through the Jerusalem Labour 
Council — backed the workers and 
declared it would charge Friedman 
with staging a lockout if the re- 
dundant workers were not permit- 
ted to enter the plant on Friday — 


the first day following the two- 
week notice period required before 
laying off a worker. 

‘When the 108 production work- 
erg reached the factory in Givat 
Shaul on Friday morning, they 
found the gates open. Company exe- 
cutive Perry Friedman told’ them 
they were welcome to enter but 
that there was no work for them. 

A short time later, the workers 
went to Labour Council head- 
quarters, where, together with local 
Histadrut leaders, they decided to 
demonstrate outside the Knesset on 
Wednesday. They will be joined 
there by representatives of most of 
Jerusalem's other manufacturing 
workers. 

Meanwhile, it was learned last 
night that there’s some hope the 
defence establishment might steer 
some orders to the Friedman plant.

The reduction will be considerably 
less than that, and this will pre- 
vent the Treasury from achieving 
the $1,000m. reduction in deficit it 
had planned for the next three 
years.

be reflected in the Defence budget. 


However, if the Defence budget 
cannot be cut — it usually cannot 
be reduced — the Government will 
have to find additional resources 
in foreign currency to finance de- 
fence spending. and thus the 
balance-of-payments deficit would 
increase even more.

WASHINGTON. — Marion Javits, 
wife of Senator Jacob Javits 
(Republican-N.Y.), tried to sell 
a $175,000 public relations cam- 
paign to the Mexican government 
last December to ease the Amer- 
ican Jewish tourism bo 
against Mexico after that coun! 
voted for the General As- 
sembly resolution equating Zion- 
ism with Racism. 

The Mexican government reject- 
ed Mrs. Javits' proposal because it 
had already retained a public re- 
lations firm for such work in the 
United States. 


Mrs. Javits made the offer to 

Mexico during an early December 
meeting with a former president of 
Mexico, Miguel Aleman, now head 
of the Mexican Tourist Council. She 
was accompanied at the meeting 
by two executives of the New York 
public relations firm of Ruder and 
Finn. 
At the time of the offer to Mex- 
ico, Mrs. Javits was already earn- 
ing $67,500 a year as a foreign agent 
for the Iranian government. She 
has since stepped down from the 
post, following charges of conflict 
of interest against her and her 
husband. Javits is on the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“I was just dding what I know 
how to do,” Mrs. Javita was quoted 
as saying on Friday, following this 
newest revelation. “I seek out 
people I know. I don’t try to do 
it covertly. If I suggested maybe 
Mexico rethink their problems, why 
that was nice. More communica- 
tion would help. Maybe I'm that 
kind of element, not just my hus- 
band's wife.”

The rapprochment between Jor.

The military threat to Israel at 
present comes from Syria. since 
Egypt Is not in a position to start 
a war in 1976, Rabin said. He was 
speaking on an Israel Radio inter- 
view programme. 

By growing closer io Syria, Ra- 
bin said, Jordan has achieved a 
political rehabilitation in the Arab 
world, and can therefore manoeuvre 
more freely with Israel. The mili- 
tary danger depends on the degree 
to which Jordan has committed it- 
self to undertake action should 
Syria decide on war. 

Israel is now in a position to set far. 
reaching goals for itself. chiefly be- 
cause of the interim agreement with 
Egypt, the Premier said. This agree- 
ment has produced a split among 
the various Arab states, and has 
helped to increase Israel's military 
might. However, the results οὗ 
the agreement can be judged pro- 
perly only in years, not months, 

“I do not say Egypt will not go 
to war, if she is pushed into it by 
another country,” Rabin said. “How- 
ever, the Hkelihood is much smaller 
than it has been."

could be relied on for a thorough 
analysis of facts and for precise 
implementation of decisions. 

Indeed, one of Zarmi's first acts 
after assuming the party leadership 
was to thoroughly aquaint himself 
with the party apparatus, and he vi- 
sited branches all over the country.

The champion 
relied almost entirely on his left 
jab to win the first four rounds, 
while Coopman's occasional attempts 
to break through Ali’s guard were 
totally ineffective. 

Now and then Ali back-pedailed 
and although Coopman followed, 
his wild punches were way off 
target. 

It was Ali's fifth successful de. 
fence in his current reign for which 
promoter Don King paid him $1.1m. 
Coopman’s purse was $75,000 — 
about 10 times more than he earn- 
ed for any previous fight. (AP)

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SINAI AND BEYOND 


FEBRUARY 22, the day on which the Sinai interim agreement 
completes its five months of implementation and begins to 
operate as envisaged, is naturally a day for stocktaking. 

On the ground, the implementation has proceeded as smooth- 
ly as we hed dared to hope. Such problems as there were, 
were solved in discussions between the parties. A certain 
eamaraderie that goes beyond formal correctness has been 
established in the desert liaison posts between Israeli and 
Egyptien officers. The UNEF has continued to show the di- 
plomacy and impartiality that have been the hallmark of its 
successful role in the area since 1973.

In addition, it offers ex- 
cellent tourist facilities, splendid ser- 
vice and fair prices, Above all, the 
comparatively small distance 
between Spain and its main sources 
of tourist revenue, is doubtless a 
weahty veason for its popularity.

Despite (Israeli) protestations to the contrary, there is a 
perceptible feeling that the epoch of harmonious political co- 
ordination that was to have followed the signing of the agree- 
ment has not quite materialized. If there is no outright pres- 
sure, it is because there is no clear and immediate direction in 
which to press. 

The very fact, though, that attention can now be focused 
almost exclusively on the Syria-Jordan alignment, attests to 
the validity of the assumptions which underlay the Sinai 
interim agreement. Those assumptions were the foundation of 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin's policy, and to the extent that they 
remain valid and vindicated, his policy may be said to be 
successful, 

But there can be no resting on those laurels. Far from 
building on this success, the Premier has dissipated much of 
it on barren internal fends which now threaten his ability to 
take further fundamental decisions. 

Yet it is this absence of 2 clear policy for the months ahead 
which leaves Rabin all the more prone to attack from within, 
and leaves Israel prone to pressures from without.
